He was standing at 10 o'clock with 


a group of city officials on. the steam- j 
ship ''Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse at 
the dock in Hoboken, preparatory to 
a month's trip abroad. 


Three shots rang out 
and 
the 


mayor reeled to the dock, 
bleeding 


from a bullet wound "in his neck. 


He was given temporary aid and 


hurried to St. Mary's hospital in. Ho- 
|;oken, where the surgeons are having 
difficulty in .controlling the hemorr- 
age. 
The Mood

wound at times chokes the patient. 
The bullet is lodged- in the muscles 
below the right ear. 


The latest bulletins from the hos- 


pital are unfavorable. 


The mayor's only words after he 


was stricken were: "Isn't this a pity."

The assassin was seized and hur-

me of by bread and butter, not 
porter-house steak, I was 
irrita-

cylinder with two or three dogs and 
chains hanging on. It smashed the 
cylinder head all to pieces, cracked 
the base and racked the whole port 
engine. After that we had to run 
the port engine compound and made 
only eight knots. We were a day late 
In arriving here."

Wealthy Scion of One of Bay State1! 


Oldest and Most Famous Families 
Quickly Puts an End to Hl« Life 
When Telegraph Operator Tells 
Him She Is to Wed Another—Dies 


j Clasping Old Copy of Byron'i Poems 


South Framlngham, Mass., Aug. 9. 


—A flirtation begun ,a few months a'go 
In the oflice of a lioston hanking firm 
had a tragic ending when Gamaliel 
Uradlbrd, 3.1, 23 years old, sixth of 
the famous Boston family to bear his 
name and ninth lineal descendant ol 
Governor William Bradford 
of 
the 


Plymouth Colony, killed himself In 
room at the Kendall hotel for love ol 
a telegraph operator ten years older 
than himself. 


Miss Elizabeth Corcoran, until .Fri- 


day last a telegrapher In the office ol 
Bond & Goodwin, 
Boston, 
walked 


from her boarding place here yester- 
day to the Boston and Albany statior 
with Bradford. 


"It is no use," she told' him; "I 


cannot marry you. I love Joe Kelly 
and we are to be married on Tues- 
day." 
A groui> of people awaiting 


their train overheard the words and 
saw the tall youth turn pale beneath 
his tan. 


"I shall not care to live without 


you," he said.. "1 have told you (hat 
before and I repeat It." 


"I cannot do any differently," re- 


plied the girl. 


"Well, then. It is all over with 


me," muttered Bradford. "I think I 
will go to the hotel and do It now." 
And without a word of farewell he 
raised his hat and hurried across the 
street to the Kendall hotel. 
There 


he told the clerk that he had been 
traveling all night, was very tired 
and wanted a room where he could 
go to bed at once. 


Five minutes later four pistol shots 


rang out and the wealthy young scion 
of one of Massachusetts' oldest and 
most famous families lay dying with a 
bullet In his brain.

The latest statistics jus 


compiled in the International Bureau 
.of American Republics for this report 
show that in the year 1909 the twen- 
ty republics south

States bought and sold In trade 'With 
the rest of the world products valued 
at tbe splendid and surprising total 
of two billion, one -hundred and twen- 
ty-seven million, three hundred and 
one thousand, $2,127,301,000. Assum- 
ing that there are 70,000,000 inhabi- 
tants in Latin America, this gives a 
per capita trade of 'approximately 
$30. The foreign commerce of China 
and Japan, combined, with a conserv- 
ative estimate of their population at 
three hundred 
and fifty millions, 


$360,000,000 was 
approximately 
$1.- 


000,000,000, or only half that of Latin 
America, giving a per capita of less 
.(ban. $8 per head, or only one-tenth 
that-of, Latin America. 
This com- 


parison is not In any esnse intended 
as a reflection on, Japan, which Is a 
wonderful and most progressive coun- 
try, nor upon China, which has vast 
latent wealth and enormous poten- 
tialities, but simply and solely to em- 
phasize the remarkable 
Importance 


and progress of Latin America, which 
are not sufficiently appreciated. 


The United States bought from and 


sold to Latin America In 1909 prod- 
ucts valued at the large total of near- 
ly $600,000,000. The exact 
figures 


•were $589,302,000. 
The average for 


the three years of 1907-8-9 was $538,- 
609,000. Now contrast this total with 
the average of a decade ago, or for 
189C-7-S, and we find 'the latter was 
only $£30,279,000. 
In other words, 


the exchange of trade between 
the 


"United States and her sister repub- 
lics more than doubled itself in ap: 


prozimately ten years. 


ffhese figures are from statements 


prepared by the bureau of American 
republics, and sent out from. Wash- 
Ing^on.

tion with South America If our peo- 
ple will diligently look after South 
American trade.

McAllister. Okla, Aug. 9.—How the 


contracts were produced, by , 
according to Senator Thomas P. Gore 
$3,000.000 in attorneys' fees iva- to 
be made out of the sale of land 
given to Indians by the government, 
was related before the special con- 
gressional

Monday. W. T. Hollman, Choctaw In- 
dian, testified he had been employed 
by J. F. McMurray, 'holder of the 
contracts, to go out among the Okla- 
homa Indians and induce them to sign 
the documents. 
At the same time 


Hollman related he was paid a dollar 
a ihead for securing contracts ap- 
pointing McMurray to act 
in 
tax 


cases. 
In this way McMurray .pro- 


cured ten thousand contracts to sell 
land. 
The terms were ten per cent 


attorneys' fees, or $3,000,000 profit for 
McMurray and Ms associates. 
To 


promote this deal in Congress, Sen- 
ator Gore contends, he was offered a 
$25,000 or $50,000 bribe. 


•Hollman testified that he himself 


had signed the ten per cent contract 
because .he In common with other 
Indians, had become discouraged over 
the government's promise to sell the 
land. " I would have given twenty- 
five percent 
to 
McMurray," 
said 


Hollman, "if he would have gotten us 
.the money quickly." He said he be- 
lieved some of the Indians would be 
willing to give 
McMurray seventy- 


five per cent. In a statement to the 
committee and without going OB the 
stand. McMurray today declared that 
the contracts came to him originally 
against his desire. He said the In- 
diana at a "war council" had demon- 
started their impatience at the gov- 
ernment's alleged slowness 
in 
the 


selling of the land and had called 
upon him to take the Job at ten per- 
cent, which he did -with reluctance.
